Lifting of U.S. ban has 


little effect 


LONDON (AP). — Western Europe, 
whose trade with China is mi- 
nimal, expecta little benefit from 
the United States decision to lift 
the ban on exports tb Peking of a 
wide range of American-made pro- 
ducts. 


Government spokesmen in non- 
Communist countries said it was 
unlikely the American move by 
President Nixon would give a boost 
to their own trade prospects with 
the Chinese. ᾿ 

They pointed out that export-im- 
port dealings with China were al- 
ready on a limited scale and that 
the embargo on the sale of stra- 
tegic weapons — Hike military equip- 
ment and complex computers — 
which is observed throughout the 
West was still in force. 


Trade with (China 15 ‘currently li- 
mited to buying products like tex- 
tiles, frutt, frozen meat and animal 
skins from the Chinese, In return, 
Peking imports chemicals, metals 
and fertilizers from the West. 

In Britain, a Board of Trade 
spokesman refused, to speculate on 
whether competition from American 
manufacturers would damage tne 
export prospects of British ‘ndus- 
tries. 

The British aviation company 
Hawker Siddeley is still negotia- 
ting with Peking to sell China six 
Trident 2 medium-range civilian 
jetlinersa. The American ban on the 
sale of U.S.-built commercial air- 
mers to China remains. 

Britain does more trade with 
China than most other European 
countries, Imports from China last 
year were worth £83.5m, and ex- 
ports earned £44.5m.

Austria — ‘Vienna expects to 
triple trade with China after re- 
cently granting Peking diplomatic 
recognition.

Why Gorrediekers visit Israel 


DR. HENRIE SCHOLTE, ἃ Dutch lowyer, describes the background to a lecture on Israel he gave to a 


smal but appreciate 


in the small Frisian Dutch towm of Gorredijk, earlier this year. One 


woman in the audience had visited Israel no fewer than 10 times.

OST Dutchmen, if asked, would not know 
iA where to piace the small, remote town 
of Gorredijk. Yet this Frisian town kas 8 
special connection with Jews and so with Is- 
rael, so much so that it has been “adopted” 
by the village of Ra’anana. 


A century ago, Gorredijk suddenly came into 
existence at the cro: of two canals. di 
through the Frisian bog, and people there ma 
a scanty living digging peat. As they and 
some neighbouring farmers were living in such 
isolation, a group of Jewish irs started 
a horse and cart textile trade, visiting the 
farm houses and peat-dwellings. Soon, the Jews, 
all Ashkenazim, were doing a good business, 
and settled down here Being very orthodox, 
they built their own synagogue and school 
and brought their own shkohet. 


So orthodox were they, that in Amsterdam 
the name “Gorredieker" became a nickname for 
careful observance of Jewish religious customs. 


Some members of the Gorredieker commu- 
nity became well-known in Holland — for in- 
stance, during the 1880s, the young hazan of 
the community, Isaac de Haan, fell out with 
his congregants, and eventually moved. He had 
two brilliant children, who both rank high in 
Duteh literature of the early 20th century — 
Dr. Jacob Israe] de Haan and his sister Carry. 
Though they both moved from Gorredijk at an 
early age, his poems have much of the “Frisian” 
colour, especially the series which he dedicated 
to bis mother. After publishing a remarkable 
doctoral thesis, he settled in Jerusalem but took 
up with Arab nationalist circles. He was killed in 
1924 in Jerusalem. His sister Carry married the 
Dutch novelist Kees van Bruggen and wrote 
under the name Carry van Bruggen.

school. They were all transported to the con- 
centration camp of Westerbork and from there 
to Auschwitz. 

With the exception of one old’ woman, no- 
body returned. This woman refused to live in 
a town haunted by memories and moved 
to an old-age home in Groningen. 

The s' of Gorredijk was demolished 
— not iy the Germans, but in the inate 
‘fifties, simply because there was m0 more use 
for the old building. The Tora scrolls were. 
taken to the synagogue at Leeuwarden, where 
they now occupy a cial corner; the school 
building, however, still exists but is put to 
other use. 

The fate of the last members of the well- 
Joved Gorredijk kehilla so enraged the Frisians 
(mostly very strict Dutch Reformed) that 
they collected details about those who did not 
return, and stencilled them for distribution. An 
example,of the stencils, under the heading 
“Het Lot der Laatsten” (The Fate of the 
Last Ones), bears the motto in Frisian: “Dea- 
gewoan deaskopt, deagewoan" — “just kicked 
to their desth, kicked to death.” For the Jews 
of Gorredijk they also erected a monument 
close to the wall of their central post office. 

The townsmen started travelling as tourists 
to Israel with such frequency that finally 
Ra'anana and Gorredijk “adopted” each other, 
constantly exchanging guests.

By 1975, Dr. Doron said that 2,000 
mew doctors would join the ranks 
of the country’s doctors, of whom 
25 per cent were 60 years old, or 
older. Of these 2,000, 1,200 would 
be graduated locally, 600 would be 
Israelis who started to study abroad 
but finished here, and 200 would 
be newly graduated it doc- 
tors.

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BUS FARES TO RISE 
ON SEPTEMBER 1

Bus fares will rise from Septem- 
ber 1, it now appears virtually cer-

Inquiry ordered 
into ‘rumours’ of 
seccer scandals

Supreme Court President Shimon 
Agranat will appoint a three-man 
commission of enquiry to probe the 
soccer scandais. 

This emerged at 
weekly Cabinet session, when the 
Cabinet voted unanimously to set 
up 4. commission of enquiry under 
the 1968 law, to investigate what 
it described as “rumours” about 
players and teams getting bribed to 
swing the results of matches, in 
order to influence teams’ positions 
in the Jeagues, or the results of the 
footbal pools. 

In compliance with the terms of 
the 1968 law, the Cabinet officially 
declded that the “rumours” about 
the scandal were a matter of vital 
public interest which needed to be 
probed. 

The chairman of the commission 
has to be a Justice of the Supreme 
Court or ἃ Disrict Court Judge. 
The only previous commission of 
enquiry was the one set up to 
probe the fire at the Aksa Mosque. 
The commission has the authority 
to call witnesses and take a wide 
range of testimony. 

The matter was brought before 
the Cabinet by Education Minister 
Yigal Allon as the Minister respon- 
sible for the Sports Authority.

The Cabinet differentiated between 
the two elements of the electricity 
workers’ problem — the draft agree- 
ment as such, and the strike which 
had been declared because the work- 
erg claimed that an agreement had 
in fact been reached, only to be re-

As far as the Government is con- 
cerned, the draft has no legal atand- 
ing. As far as the Hlectric Corpora- 
tion is concerned, the agreement has 
its approval, conditional upon the 
Development Ministry's ratification.
